have  styled  this  an  “Iris  Lover’s  Catalog”  because  it  is  the 
outcome  of  a  compelling  enthusiasm  for  this  flower  of  mys¬ 
terious  charm.  I  have  also  styled  my  classification  chart  an 
“Iris  Map,”  because,  what  a  map  does  geographically,  help¬ 
ing  in  orientation  as  to  our  whereabouts,  so  I  hope  this 
Iris  map  will  act  as  a  compass  in  steering  among  the  maze  of  Iris 
varieties.  Were  it  to  merely  sell  Iris,  it  would  not  be  necessary  to  go 
to  all  this  work. 


The  keynote  of  this  catalog  is  to  present  the  entire  situation  in 
a  true  perspective, — to  show  its  extent  and  the  relation  of  its  mem¬ 
bers  to  each  other.  A  business  method  was  clearly  necessary;  hence 
the  offering  as  developed  in  this  catalog. 

The  alternate  seems  to  be  a  series  of  personal  selections  offered 
to  you  as  the  best  of  the  field  with  the  implication  that  the  omissions 
are  not  worth  while.  Unfortunately,  your  taste  will  not  agree  with 
this  in  many  instances.  Authorities  of  equal  eminence  will  present 
conflicting  recommendations,  well  meaning  but  always  incomplete. 

Therefore,  this  method  which  takes  into  account  all  opinions 
in  arriving  at  a  conclusion.  Complete  reference  plantings  are  main¬ 
tained  for  just  this  comparison  method  over  years  of  time  and  as  a 
matter  of  historical  interest.

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AN  IRIS  LOVER'S  CATALOG 


THE  WHY  AND  HOW  OF  AN  IRIS  MAP 

When  two  or  more  Iris  lovers  meet,  the  topic  of  conversation  uppermost  is — What  are  the 
best  varieties  of  Iris?  There  is  no  book,  society  bulletin,  or  catalog  that  gives  a  comprehensive 
answer.  Symposiums  by  their  very  nature  must  lag  behind. 

There  are  now  so  many  wonderful  and  enjoyable  Iris  that  it  would  fill  pages  to  simply 
enumerate  and  discuss  a  few  of  each  distinctive  color  class.  How  to  find  one's  way  in  this  Maze  is 
of  interesting  concern  to  each  Iris  lover. 

As  an  Iris  enthusiast,  I  follow  all  notes  and  discussions  of  merits  of  different  varieties,  but 
there  are  nearly  always  conspicuous  omissions — of  some  varieties  that  are  highly  praised  in  other 
quarters.  In  no  other  flower  is  there  such  a  diversified  and  striking  range  of  color.  As  a  result, 
many  opinions  are  tinged  with  personal  preferences  or  dislikes. 

Again  there  has  been  such  rapid  improvement  among  new  introductions  that  it  is  difficult 
to  keep  abreast  with  the  new  offerings,  to  know  if  they  are  distinct  additions  or  improvements  on 
existing  varieties  (both  desirable)  ;  as  a  result  many  “Best  Iris  Lists"  are  limited  by  the  scope  of 
each  writer's  familiarity  with  the  whole  present  field.  In  seeking  a  common  ground  of  treatment 
that  is  fair,  simple  and  clear  to  the  novice,  I  present  the  following  plan  of  fundamentals  for  know¬ 
ing  the  Iris  family  in  the  tall  bearded  section. 

A  ROAD  OUT  OF  THE  WOODS 

We  learn  to  know  the  unfamiliar  best  in  terms  of  the  familiar.  This  method  is  far  more 
satisfying  than  to  try  to  visualize  a  new  variety  from  the  uncertain  terms  of  description — when  we 
can  say  that  Mary  Gibson  (Perry)  or  Steepway  (Scott)  is  of  the  type  of  Quaker  Lady  which  we  all 
know,  we  are  much  clearer  in  our  ideas  on  these  two  newer  varieties. 

To  truly  evaluate  a  variety  it  should  be  compared  to  all  similar  varieties  for  points  of 
superiority  or  lack  of  merit.  This  leads  us  directly  to  the  need  of  a  good  classification  of  Iris. 

The  American  Iris  Society  has  in  Bulletin  No.  13,  given  us  an  excellent  start  in  a  thorough 
classification, — while  somewhat  technical  for  the  beginner,  a  simplified  form  as  here  follows  will 
throw  light  on  a  tangled  situation. 

A  simple  classification  by  color  as  is  presented  in  this  catalog  arranges  all  Iris  in  a  few  prin¬ 
cipal  and  obvious  groups  corresponding  to  the  color  effect  produced  in  the  garden  on  the  untrained 
eye.  This  method  is  ample  for  a  complete  acquaintance  as  the  amateur  needs  it.  These  groups 
will  later  be  subdivided  into  smaller  groups,  taking  care  of  differences  and  similarities  among  them¬ 
selves. 


RATING  AND  MERIT 

Once  we  have  our  Iris  arranged  in  such  groups,  it  is  clear  we  can  more  intelligently  appraise 
their  value,  because  we  compare  each  one  to  all  similar  ones  of  its  own  group,  and  consider  all 
competing  members  rather  than  consider  it  as  an  isolated  example  out  of  the  whole  field  as  we  do 
now.  We  arrive  at  its  relative  value  among  others  of  its  color  group. 

NEW  INTRODUCTIONS 

With  this  existing  structure,  each  variety  in  its  proper  place  among  similar  varieties,  rated 
as  compared  to  its  competitors,  it  would  become  simpler  to  evaluate  new  introductions.  They  would 
be  at  once  comparable  to  older  members  of  the  group  to  which  they  belong.  Distinctions  and 
points  of  improvement  would  be  promptly  noted,  and  if  it  has  neither  of  these  qualifications  to 
offer,  the  fact  would  be  published. 

The  very  existence  of  this  classified  list  would  make  judging  seedlings  easier,  as  it  would  bring 
to  the  mind  of  any  competent  judge  the  name  of  varieties  that  must  be  taken  into  account  even 
though  they  be  not  present  at  a  particular  show  room.  Prospective  introducers  could  also  consult 
this  list  with  profit  to  know  what  there  already  exists  in  the  group  to  which  they  would  add  by 
launching  a  new  variety.  Of  course,  where  possible,  new  introductions  should  be  grown  for  judg¬ 
ment  and  comparison  in  the  American  Iris  Society's  official  Test  Gardens. 
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HOW  THE  IRIS  MAP  WILL  HELP 


The  first  thing  we  must  agree  on  is  a  total  number  of  varieties  that  will  constitute  the  idea 
of  “enough”  necessary  to  take  care  of  all  types  and  colors.  In  choosing  500  as  this  number  I 
realize  that  any  one  of  us  will  get  along  with  a  smaller  list.  But,  “The  all  of  us"  have  developed 
so  many  personal  preferences  that  it  would  wreck  the  plan  to  limit  it  to  a  smaller  number  under 
present  conditions. 

Once  agreed  that  500  is  a  good  total  number  of  varieties,  we  will  not  have  so  much  diffi¬ 
culty  in  selecting  the  300  best  and  finally  a  best  100.  The  last  number  is  about  the  lowest  that 
offers  a  common  ground  of  agreement.  Lists  of  25  best  varieties  as  published,  have  been  so  widely 
divergent  that  they  more  as  a  matter  of  fact  revealed  the  best  one  hundred  instead  of  the  best  25. 

A  beginner  can  make  a  selection  from  anywhere  on  this  Iris  map  and  be  assured  of  a  fine 
Iris.  For  every  variety  appearing  here  two  have  been  culled  out.  A  complete  collection  can  be 
selected,  covering  the  full  color  range  of  the  Iris  field.  Once  you  have  bloomed  this  first  collection 
you  will  know  your  whereabouts  among  the  color  groups,  remembering  that  any  Iris  of  a  group 
resembles  others  of  its  own  group  more  closely  than  it  does  any  variety  of  another  group. 

Special  care  has  been  used  to  present  a  balanced  total  selection  in  compiling  these  lists,  and 
to  avoid  top  heavy  representation  in  some  colors.  There  has  been  little  culling  in  the  yellow  group 
as  it  is  still  a  small  class.  On  the  other  hand,  the  overcrowded  lavender  blue  sections  have  been 
more  severely  culled,  leaving  the  selection  of  higher  quality. 

The  more  experienced  grower  will  obtain  a  clearer  view  of  the  Iris  range  than  is  obtainable 
by  the  uncertain  descriptions,  the  lack  of  method  and  the  absence  of  standard,  generally  understood 
color  terms.  Take  a  number  of  Iris  that  you  are  familiar  with  and  follow  the  varying  descrip¬ 
tions  found  in  the  different  Iris  catalogs,  and  you  will  appreciate  this  point. 

While  the  Ideal  was  set  at  respectively  500  for  the  full  list  with  a  supplementary  list  of  300 
and  a  select  list  of  100  Best,  it  was  impossible  to  hit  this  bull’s  eye.  With  200  new  arrivals  to 
wouk  into  this  list  during  1928,  many  changes  and  corrections  will  take  place. 

This  is,  in  brief,  the  prospectus  of  the  plan  of  treatment  and  course  to  be  followed  in 
future  years.  The  present  offering  falls  far  short  of  the  ideal.  The  work  had  to  be  done  during 
spare  time  after  business  hours  with  many  interruptions.  The  uncertainty  about  many  of  the 
older,  unbloomed  varieties,  the  avalanche  of  new  introductions  since  1923,  require  extensive  tests 
to  give  a  just  verdict.  But  a  start  had  to  be  made  by  actually  getting  under  way.  The  result  is 
rather  a  rough  outline  sketch.  But  it  will  see  many  improvements,  many  refinements,  year  by  year. 

The  actual  entries  on  this  first  edition  of  the  Iris  map  do  not  correspond  exactly  to  the  ideal 
figures  set.  Well,  this  year  it  is  a  trial  balloon,  anyway.  When  the  more  than  200  new  introduc¬ 
tions  waiting  for  test  and  a  number  of  recent,  but  with  me,  unbloomed  varieties  are  included  in  this 
map,  there  will  have  to  be  some  heartbreaking  surgery  to  keep  the  number  within  500.  I  cannot 
find  a  convincing  argument  why  the  number  should  exceed  that  figure.

It  is  possible  that  the  above  system  can  be  perfectly  harmonized  with  the  symposium  rat¬ 
ings  of  the  American  Iris  Society  by  letting,  for  example,  all  Iris  rating  over  85  be  Class  I  Iris.  All 
rating  from  75  to  85  be  Class  II  Iris  and  all  rating  from  65  to  75  be  Class  III  Iris.  I  would,  how¬ 
ever,  not  want  to  surrender  the  limitation  on  the  total  number.  Do  we  need  more  than  200  Class 
III  Iris? 


I  earnestly  invite  correspondence  on  the  subject  of  omissions  and  inclusions  of  varieties  on 
this  Iris  map.  This  is  not  to  be  an  entirely  personal  decision.  The  only  reservation  I  make  is  the 
outside  total  of  500.  If  you  suggest  additions,  you  must  also  suggest  corresponding  subtractions.

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GROUP  1— WHITE  SELFS 

A  choice  white  Iris  is  a  delightful  garden  object,  and  we  rightfully  grow  enthusiastic  when 
we  successfully  bloom  one  of  the  beauties.  Unfortunately,  there  are  few  of  the  finer  varieties  that 
perform  satisfactorily  under  all  conditions.  I  think  the  best  white  Iris  that  will  do  well  every¬ 
where  is  Taj  Mahal.  Good  height,  form,  color,  substance  are  all  there,  and  it  is  now  reasonable. 
The  newer  Alabaster  by  Andrews  may  also  prove  hardy  everywhere. 

The  finest  white  Iris  that  I  have  raised  are  Micheline  Charraire  and  Theseus,  both  needing 
extra  care,  though.  Kashmir  white  and  Argentina  are  fine  but  bloom  variably  according  to  winter 
and  weather  conditions.  Mystic  has  bloomed  very  beautifully  for  me,  as  has  also  Mrs.  Perry. 

A  group  of  very  satisfactory  but  of  lower  growth  varieties  are  Balaruc  and  White  Queen 
for  early  bloom,  and  La  Neige  and  White  Knight  for  late  bloom.  For  mass  effect  and  hardiness 
we  can  still  use  Mrs.  H.  Darwin. 

I  expect  to  bloom  a  whole  battery  of  Miss  Sturtevant’s  whites  this  year,  as  well  as  the  new 
Mohr-Mitchell  introductions,  and  Perry's  new  whites;  also  the  new  whites  by  Denis  and  by  Sass. 


GROUP  2— -WHITE  PLICATAS  OR  FRILLED  VARIETIES 

Somehow  I  found  most  of  these  plicata  types  likeable;  found  less  reason  for  preferences  than 
in  other  color  groups.  But  a  few  stand  out  among  others  for  size,  form,  and  exquisite  blendings. 
Anna  Farr,  for  purity  of  tone;  Princess  Osra,  a  blue  peppered,  free  blooming  Bliss  variety;  Dam- 
ozel,  a  lavender-edged  of  size  and  form.  True  Charm,  perfect  for  poise  and  substance.  Ma  Mie, 
the  best  all-around  variety;  Parisiana,  richly  marked. 

Another  group  faintly  marked,  some  only  with  glistening,  tinted  style,  as  Delight  (pink) , 
Fairy  (blue).  Simplicity,  (McKinney)  a  blushing  beauty,  My  Lady,  Princess  Toto,  Leda,  Dimity, 
Camelot,  all  have  individual  charm. 

The  Sass  varieties,  Beau  Ideal,  Midwest,  King  Karl,  introduce  the  heavy,  wide-margined  note 
— Pocahontas,  Mme.  Chereau,  still  look  good  to  me.  Rose  Salterne  is  most  free  flowering,  and  a 
new  type  in  this  class  of  Iris. 

In  the  newly  introduced  plicatas  from  France  and  England,  there  are  some  new  red-toned 
varieties  that  should  prove  interesting.  We  all  are,  of  course,  looking  forward  to  see  the  almost 
sensational  claims  for  the  New  Mohr  Mitchell  Plicatas  verified;  Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco,  and 
Alameda. 


GROUP  3— WHITE  BI-COLORS 

Here  is  a  still  rather  small  class,  the  old  Rhein  Nixe  being  as  satisfactory  as  any.  Daphne 
was  heralded  as  an  improvement,  but  somehow  did  not  arrive.  Tristram  is  really  interesting,  being 
about  the  nearest  to  a  black  and  white.  Huron  Wile,  Lycaena,  Trouvaille,  Rene  Cayeux,  I  ex¬ 
pect  to  bloom  this  season. 


GROUP  4— TINTED  WHITE  BI-COLORS 

This  is  also  a  small  group  where  the  standards  are  not  pure  white,  but  flushed  and  overlaid 
with  lavender  or  lilac.  They  are  fine  and  interesting.  B.  Y.  Morrison,  Mrs.  Fryer  are  sometimes 
classed  with  the  purple  bi-colors,  but  the  standards  are  so  pale  that  they  often  fade  to  white.  Anne 
Leslie,  Dalila,  and  Syphax  are  the  same  on  the  red  side,  and  are  very  pretty.  Mildred  Presby  is 
the  Queen  of  this  and  the  foregoing  group — a  pinkish  blushed  standard  with  brilliant,  reddish  plum 
falls.  Salonique,  larger,  more  robust  and  a  free  bloomer,  has  creamy  standards  and  plum  purple.  It 
should  be  in  every  garden. 


GROUP  5— TINTED  WHITE  SELFS 

Another  small,  odd  class  of  tinted  or  flushed  whites  that  are  beautiful,  if  you  can  grow 
them  well.  The  best  are  Mons.  Masse,  Andre  Autissier,  Ricardi  Blanc  Bleute,  all  of  Ricardi  par¬ 
entage  and  needing  extra  care.  I  hope  to  report  more  fully  on  them  next  year.

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GROUP  6— LIGHT  BLUE  LAVENDER 

This  group  comprises  the  lustrous,  light  lavender  blue  varieties,  the  most  appealing  and  best 
liked  for  garden  use.  There  is  such  a  wealth  of  beauty  here,  in  tone  and  types  that  it  is  difficult  to 
extol  the  merits  of  one  variety  without  seeming  to  slight  another. 

Acknowledged  favorites  are:  Ann  Page,  Ballerine,  Loetitia  Michaud,  Lord  of  June,  Princess 
Beatrice,  Lady  Foster,  all  of  the  large  flowered  type.  They  all  need  watching  in  the  colder  and 
wetter  climates.  Some  prefer  Halo  to  Lord  of  June,  as  Standards  do  not  flop  in  hot  weather. 

The  bluest  in  tone  are — Bluet  Ariel,  Corrida,  Claridad,  Sensation,  virtually  all  seifs.  The 
most  contrasting  bi-colors  are — Lord  of  June,  Simon  Vaissiere,  Halo.  The  palest  blues  are — Silver 
Mist,  Moonstone,  Celeste,  Brandywine,  Yvonne  Pelletier. 

The  varieties  Morwell  and  E.  H.  Jenkins  deserve  more  recognition.  Mme.  Laredo  should  be 
better  known.  The  three  Perry  varieties— Marjorie  Tinley,  Duke  of  York,  Harpallion  are  tall, 
large,  free-flowering,  hardy  and  distinct  in  having  a  metallic  golden  halo  overlaying  the  lavender 
flowers. 

For  garden  mass  effects,  and  as  a  whole  easier  to  grow,  are  the  smaller,  but  free-flowering 
kinds  as  Bluet,  Celeste,  Corrida,  Claridad,  Khedive.  Every  Garden  of  course  should  have  Pallida 
Dalmatica. 

Some  of  the  newer  things,  beautiful  and  distinctive  are — Ariel  very  early,  Sensation  justifies 
its  name — it  is  fine;  Jacqueline  Guillot,  of  enamel  like  smoothness  in  tone  and  texture.  Gabriel,  a 
light  blue  of  the  Dominion  Race;  Mary  Barnett,  large  and  upstanding  with  a  brilliant  golden 
beard.  Oberon,  a  lustrous  lavender  giant.  Odaroloc,  another  fine  lavender.  Santa  Barbara,  un¬ 
surpassed  for  form  and  texture,  and  Simon  Vaissiere,  a  silky  Bi-color. 


GROUP  7— MEDIUM  BLUISH  LAVENDER  AND  PURPLE 

Here  we  have  the  glorious,  rich,  blue  violet  and  purple  varieties,  the  backbone  of  the  Iris 
garden.  The  lighter  varieties  verge  closely  on  the  preceding  group  of  light  blues.  There  is  not  as 
much  difference  of  merit  in  this  group,  few  varieties  ranking  far  ahead  of  the  field.  Personally, 
Duchess  Sarah  seems  to  lead  the  group  for  me.  It  is  the  culmination  of  the  series, — Neptune,  Halo, 
Lord  of  June  by  Geo.  Yeld.  The  falls  have  wonderful  texture  and  color.  Rajput  is  another  of 
those  indescribable  beauties  as  there  is  no  other  similar  color  with  superb  form  and  carriage. 

Other  varieties  with  distinct  and  unique  characteristics  setting  them  off  from  the  field  are 
Silverado,  Koya,  Hermione,  Grey  Voile,  Mary  Orth,  Goldcrest,  and  the  Orphan  “Boy  Blue."  The 
varieties  Miranda,  Lady  Chas.  Allom,  Lady  Saskville,  Chester  Hunt,  Blue  Bird,  have  marked 
individuality  and  charm  for  me. 

There  falls  into  this  and  the  light  blue  color  section  a  string  of  varieties  that  have  proved 
puzzling  for  me.  I  refer  to  the  varieties  by  Arthur  Hort  as  Hermione,  Eglamoor,  Vincentio, 
Volumnia,  Proteus,  Shylock,  Mistress  Ford,  Leonata  and  others.  They  are  large  of  flower,  mostly 
good  of  substance,  nearly  all  light  to  dark  blue;  Bi-colors,  rather  subdued  than  brilliant  in  color 
tone,  strong,  stout  stalks,  medium  height.  They  don't  seem  to  like  a  cold  climate;  have  not  rapid 
growth. 

GROUP  8— DARK  BLUISH  PURPLE  OR  VIOLET 

This  group  ranges  from  the  medium  deep  blue  violet  to  the  darkest,  as  Harmony,  Louis 
Bel,  Dominion.  It  is  varieties  of  this  class  that  bring  forth  the  most  exclamations  of  surprise  from 
Garden  visitors.  Here  is  where  velvety  petal  substance  adds  intensity  and  richness  to  a  flower. 
Many  blue  violet  falls  have  an  overlay  or  flush  of  red,  as  Duke  of  Bedford,  Cretan,  making  exact 
color  classification  difficult. 

There  are  many  types  and  characters.  In  those  of  medium  depth  Wedgewood  stands  foremost,  a 
uniform,  even  blue.  Du  Guesclin  for  early  and  Raffet  for  very  late  bloom.  Cordon  Bleu,  Venetia 
Benbow,  Veloute  all  have  special  claims  as  blue  toned  Iris.  Swazi  and  Zulu  of  Dominion  Race  are 
deepest  Blues.  Pronounced  blue  bi-colors  for  masses  are  Lullworth,  Azure,  Cavalier  and  Rheintraube, 
stated  in  order  of  their  blooming  season. 

A  group  of  larger  flowered  but  less  intense  of  color  are  Oriflamme,  J.  J.  Dean,  Bertrand,  Pros¬ 
perity,  Mistress  Ford — fine  mellow  tones. 

The  deep  blue  purple  seifs  are:  Othello,  Parc  de  Neuilly,  Mme.  Gaudechau,  Mestor,  Louis  Bel, 
Harmony — a  fine  class  that  will  see  many  additions. 

The  bronzy  blue  Bi-colors  make  an  imposing  class  topped  by  Majestic;  others,  Prospero, 
Alcazar,  Lent  A.  Williamson,  Canopus,  Suz.  Autissier  and  Titan,  Cassandra. 

The  deepest  toned  and  richest  are  Dominion,  Duke  of  Bedford,  Pendragon,  Germaine  Perthuis, 
Moa,  Mme.  Hi.  Cayeux,  Nimbus,  stately  sombre.

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GROUPS  9  AND  10— LIGHT  AND  MEDIUM  PINK  LAVENDERS 

Not  many  years  ago  so-called  pink  Iris  were  not  numerous,  Queen  of  May,  Her  Majesty 
being  the  best  representatives.  Today  we  are  in  danger  of  having  the  pink  and  red  section  as 
badly  crowded  as  the  blue  section.  I  have  grouped  the  light  and  medium  together  here  for  discus¬ 
sion.  There  are  a  great  many  border  line  varieties  of  which  it  is  hard  to  say  if  they  are  light  or 
medium  in  tone. 

There  is  a  greater  range  or  variation  in  tints  in  this  pink  division  than  in  the  blue  section. 
Beginning  with  mauve  varieties  like  Mile.  Schwartz,  Mother  of  Pearl,  San  Gabriel,  through  pinker 
tones  of  Mrs.  Alan  Gray,  Franklin  Beynon,  Lohengrin,  Aurora,  we  arrive  at  the  pinker,  Dream, 
Helene  Koehler,  and  the  pink  flushed  varieties  like  Kalos,  Wyomissing,  Thelma  Perry. 

At  a  tone  deeper  we  have  the  Mauve,  Cluny  and  Dejah,  Phyllis  Bliss,  to  the  pinker,  Susan 
Bliss,  May  Rose,  Titus,  Georgia,  Wild  Rose  and  Roseway  on  the  reddest  side. 

Then  we  have  a  fine  group  of  Bi-colors,  Standards,  quite  pink  and  lilac,  falls  rich  bright 
red  purple  as  Mt.  Penn.,  Arlington,  Naomi,  Julia  Marlowe,  Romola,  Magnifica,  Sir  Galahad.  I 
have  another  guess  coming  if  Julia  Marlowe  does  not  rival  Morning  Splendor  when  better  known. 

And  still  another  group  though  blended  with  yellow  shows  decidedly  pink  to  red — as  Mary 
Gibson,  Quaker  Lady,  Abenda,  Steepway,  Mme.  Cheri,  Nancy  Orne,  Isoline,  Evadne,  Rugajo,  all 
Iris  of  strong  individual  character. 

The  two  most  outstanding  pinks  of  1927  were  Mrs.  Marion  Cran,  and  Aphrodite.  The 
former  sulking  for  three  years  after  importation,  but  making  a  glorious  show  last  year.  It  is  distinct 
in  color,  texture  and  form. 

For  all  around  satisfactory  garden  use  I  would  choose  Susan  Bliss  and  Georgia,  Prince, 
Lohengrin.  The  varieties  Pink,  Progression  and  Rugajo  deserve  more  recognition.  Rosado  will 
prove  a  good  addition  and  Frieda  Mohr  will  be  a  top  notcher. 

Into  this  division  also  falls  the  justly  famous  variety,  Wm.  Mohr,  the  result  of  an  outcross 
between  the  Vilmorin  variety,  Parisiana  and  the  Oncocyclus  species  Gatesi,  an  early,  low-growing 
but  huge  flower  flushed  and  veined  throughout  a  rosy  lilac.  It  has  wintered  twice  with  me. 


GROUP  11— DARK  VIOLET  RED  PURPLE  AND  MAROON  PURPLE  RED 

And  now  we  come  to  the  deep,  rich  red  purple  and  richly  bronzed  varieties,  comprising  the 
world's  most  striking  examples  of  Iris,  Bruno,  Ambassadeur,  Cardinal,  the  coming  Mrs.  Valery 
West  and  Grace  Sturtevant.  The  last  two  represent  Mr.  Bliss'  crowning  achievement  in  his  famous 
Dominion  Race. 

The  diversity  of  color  groups  in  this  section  calls  for  considerable  sub-grouping. 

First  we  have  the  red  violet  group:  Tones  of  Pioneer,  Acheron,  Polaris,  Mentor,  R.  W. 
Wallace,  Circe,  Balbo,  Esplendido,  a  red  purple  without  a  trace  of  yellow  in  composition. 

Next  we  have  Red  Purples  with  yellow  influence  showing  somewhat  claret  purples.  Of 
these,  Dykes  New  Lustre,  and  Rubyd  stand  out  as  very  individual  examples  of  tone.  Others  as 
Caprice,  Ed.  Michel,  Caporal,  Red  Cloud,  E.  C.  Shaw,  Rosalba.  The  varieties  Imperator  and  Sem¬ 
inole  show  still  more  yellow  influence  in  their  particular  red  tones. 

A  deeper  toned  group  of  this  shade  is  represented  by  Tenebrae,  George  Tribolet,  Mme. 
Henri  Cayeux,  and  Germaine  Perthuis. 

A  group  showing  considerable  bronziness  through  increasing  influence  of  yellow  is  made  up 
of  Opera,  Antonio,  Karen,  J.  C.  Weld,  Rose  Madder,  Peerless,  Morning  Splendour. 

A  deep  brownish  red  purple  group  is  made  up  by  Bruno,  Ambassadeur,  Mrs.  Valery  West, 
Glowing  Embers,  Prosper  Laugier,  Col.  Candelot. 

A  set  of  still  redder,  more  coppery  effects  we  have  in — Peau  Rouge,  Ambigu,  Medrano, 
Valery  Mayet,  Apache. 

A  still  different  type  of  deep  red  purple  is  represented  by  Cardinal,  Glamour,  Sir  Michael. 

All  the  above  will  stand  out  in  strong  accents  if  planted  among  the  lighter  varieties.

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GROUP  12— YELLOW  SELFS  AND  NEAR  SELFS 

For  garden  purposes  the  yellow  section  is  very  important.  Yellow  groups  have  a  won¬ 
derful  effect  of  lighting  up  plantings  of  other  colors.  This  section  has  not  had  nearly  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  superior  types  as  in  the  blue  and  red  purples.  However,  we  are  well  on  the  way.  I  should 
want  as  my  first  half  dozen.  Amber,  Chasseur,  Primrose,  Gold  Imperial,  Yellow  Moon,  Ophir 
Gold.  Old  Aurea  is  still  one  of  the  best  tones;  Stanley  H.  White  for  height.  Chalice,  a  good 
propagater,  and  pure  tone.  Yellow  Moon  has  a  wonderful,  soft,  satiny  texture  and  even  tone. 
The  New  Safrano  has  bloomed  for  me  not  unlike  a  taller  Dawn.  The  crowning  achievement  in 
this  section  is  W.  R.  Dykes.  All  that  have  seen  it  are  unanimous  with  unstinted  praise,  but  it  will 
be  several  years  before  this  will  be  available  at  a  reasonable  price. 

Owing  to  the  smallness  of  this  class  it  is  not  subdivided  into  light,  medium,  and  dark 
groups.  They  are  all  necessary.  Flavescens,  Dawn,  Safrano,  Inner  Glow,  Yellow  Moon,  Baxteri 
represent  the  paler  straw  yellow  varieties.  Gold  Imperial,  Sherwin  Wright,  Ophir  Gold,  Virginia 
Moore,  Mrs.  Neubronner  are  the  deeper  toned  varieties.  Chasseur  is  a  distinct  type  and  tone  in 
itself.  Shekinah,  and  Chalice  are  the  best  investments  at  the  price  this  year. 

GROUP  13— YELLOW  BI-COLORS 

This  section,  with  the  all-yellows,  is  very  necessary  because  of  its  enlivening  garden  pres¬ 
ence,  and  most  varieties  rank  among  the  very  hardiest.  The  better  varieties  in  this  section  have  not 
received  the  recognition  deserved.  Take  a  set  composed  of  Argynnis,  Katrinka,  Knysna,  Rialgar, 
Flammenschwert,  Iris  King,  Marsh  Marigold,  W.  J.  Fryer,  Citronella  and  you  have  a  wonderfully 
distinct  and  striking  group  of  Iris.  The  tones  of  yellow  in  the  Standards  of  these  varieties  are 
superior  to  the  yellows  in  Group  12. 

Citronella  has  height,  vigor,  beautiful  Standards  and  wonderful  mass  effect.  Fro  and 
Loreley,  and  Princess  Victoria  Louise  literally  smother  themselves  with  bloom  as  two  and  three 
year  old  clumps.  Maori  King  is  low  and  late  blooming,  almost  as  late  as  Black  Prince  and 
Richard  II.  Marsh  Marigold,  I  think,  has  the  greatest  intensity  of  color  contrast.  Solana  has  the 
most  wine  purple  falls;  Fro,  the  most  chestnut  red;  Kathryn  Fryer,  the  more  blue  purple  tone  in 
falls. 


GROUP  14— YELLOW  BLENDS 

These  blends  are  a  new  development,  the  variety  Ochracea  Coerulea  (Sunset)  being  the  best  type,  a  blend¬ 
ing  and  flushing  of  gold  and  bluish  violet,  giving  a  unique  effect.  Some,  like  Montezuma,  are  veined  and  sanded 
a  brownish  red  tone.  There  will  be  large  additions  to  this  group  from  French  sources. 

Mme.  Durand  easily  heads  this  group,  but  being  of  Ricardi  blood  needs  careful  handling  in  colder  and 
wetter  sections.  Ochracea  is  a  free  and  easy  doer;  Golden  Promise  approaches  an  all-yellow. 

The  yellowish  bronze  bi-colors  included  in  this  group  differ  from  blends  like  Prosper  Laugier,  etc.,  in 
that  the  yellow  tones  predominate  over  the  blue  or  red  purple  also  present,  producing  varieties  like  Mrs.  H.  F. 
Bowles,  Navajo,  Vanessa. 

GROUP  15  AND  16— NEUTRAL  OR  BALANCED  BLENDS 
OF  YELLOW,  LAVENDER,  PURPLE 

It  quite  baffles  one's  ability  to  adequately  describe  the  so-called  Blends  in  the  Iris  Section. 
The  intermingling  of  yellow,  lavender,  pinks,  blues,  purples  produces  tones,  combinations  and 
medleys  that  must  be  seen.  Most  of  these  are  new  and  recent  varieties,  the  oldest  varieties  on  the 
list  being  Eldorado,  Afterglow,  Dalmarius,  Niblungen,  Storm  Cloud,  Dejazet.  Our  English  friends 
use  the  terms  biscuit  color  and  shot  shades  in  describing  some  of  these  blends. 

Asia  enjoys  almost  unanimous  appreciation  as  one  of  the  finest  Iris  in  existence.  I  would 
like  to  direct  attention  to  two  varieties  extra  fine,  but  seemingly  little  known,  Palemon  and 
Ramona.  Two  French  varieties,  though  small,  have  exquisite  color  combinations.  Turco,  gold 
and  buff.  Trianon,  cream  and  pink  reflections.  Candlelight  is  a  new  note.  Dora  Longdon,  Mady 
Carriere  are  worth  noting.  Afterglow  should  be  in  every  planting. 

Olive  Murrell,  Belisaire,  Ophelia,  Dolly  Madison,  Elaine  represent  the  latest  of  this  group 
to  be  offered  and  are  truly  fine.  There  is  quite  a  list  of  new  introductions  waiting  to  be  accepted. 

Another  group  is  represented  by  the  blended  Plicatas,  mostly  of  buffy  ground,  suffused, 
flushed,  sanded,  peppered  with  dots  and  edgings  from  brownish  to  blue  purple  and  pink.  These 
are  Iris  for  detailed  inspection.  Mary  Garden  is  one  of  the  oldest  and  still  very  good.  Jean 
Chevereau,  of  the  yellow  plicata,  a  class  which  Sass  Bros,  have  made  their  own,  producing  Lona, 
Aksarben  and  Jubilee  in  that  direction. 
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EARLY  BLOOMING  DWARF  IRIS 

(Not  Included  in  Iris  Map) 

When  I  first  became  interested  in  Iris  I  could  see  only  the  regal  and  the  gorgeous,  as  they 
come  in  June  flowering  varieties.  But  as  a  real  Iris  lover  I  found  that  these  earliest  harbingers  of 
the  Iris  season  gave  me  delights  quite  equal  to  the  later  thrills.  Because  they  are  the  first  to  cheer 
us — and  they  make  a  wonderful  color  carpet.  The  sky  blue  effect  of  Azurea  cannot  be  surpassed. 
The  velvety  purple  of  Marcocain  equals  all  but  in  size,  the  large  blooming  varieties.  Orange 
Queen  does  the  same  for  the  yellow  section.  Zwannenburg,  a  hybrid  derived  from  Lutesecan  and 
Susiana,  is  as  odd  and  as  beautiful  a  russet,  purple-splashed  bloom,  great  size,  shape  and  substance. 

While  this  year  I  only  list  a  few  varieties,  they  are  without  question  among  the  very 
finest  dwarfs.  Mirreille  is  a  plum  purple  with  a  gold  beard,  larger  than  the  similarly  colored  Black 
Midget.  Mons.  Steicken  is  another  cross  of  this  kind,  one  of  those  indescribable  medleys  of 
cream,  white,  blue,  brown.

INTERMEDIATE  AND  EARLY  BLOOMING  GERMANICA’S 


As  Iris  lovers  want  their  favorites  to  come  early  and  stay  late,  a  good  display  of  these 
varieties  will  usher  in  the  season  a  full  two  weeks  earlier.  I  would  suggest  a  separate  planting  of 
these  early  varieties  to  get  full  benefit  of  mass  display,  just  as  I  would  advocate  a  separate  plantiing 
of  the  very  late  varieties  to  prolong  the  season. 

Among  these  intermediates  we  have  a  number  of  indispensable  garden  varieties,  as  the 
deep,  silky  red  purple,  Kochi  or  Crimson  King,  the  bluer  Major  or  Kharput.  The  light  blue 
Bi-color,  Firmament,  a  long  lasting  beauty.  Florentina,  Alba,  and  Ingeborg  for  whites.  Soledad 
and  Yellow  Hammer,  two  distinct  and  valuable  Yellows. 

Three  years  ago  there  were  introduced  several  tall  growing  Pallida  Alberti  hybrids  by 
W.  R.  Dykes.  These  bloom  early  and  contribute  a  new  note  of  lavender  blue  to  purple.  They 
are  Cymbeline,  Charmian,  and  Octavia.  We  must  not  overlook  Cretan,  a  germanica  form  that 
approaches  the  Dominion  Race  in  substance  and  richness.  Rose  Unique  and  Lurida  supply  the 
red  note.  Luster,  a  silky  red  purple  of  an  unusual  tone,  stands  quite  alone.  Lullworth,  a  variety 
along  lines  of  B.  Y.  Morrison,  and  Cavalier  makes  an  early,  very  free-flowering  and  long  lasting 
intense  blue  mass. 

There  are  some  new  offerings  of  early  bloomers  at  the  door  for  trial  this  year.  Two  new 
yellows  by  Murrell  of  Orpington  Nurseries,  a  yellow  named  Nymph  by  the  Sass  Brothers,  also  a 
deep  purple  named  Chief  by  Sass.  The  variety  Ylo  is  a  unique  greenish  yellow,  distinct  from  any 
others. 

I  have  included  in  this  group  a  number  of  very  early  blooming,  tall,  bearded  varieties,  as 
they  will  bloom  with  the  intermediates  as  Saphid,  a  glorious  light  blue  lavender;  Gertrude,  an 
old  favorite,  and  Zua,  a  large  flowered  lascinated,  crinkled,  lavender  flushed  white.

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SIZE  OF  ROOTS 

Five  years  of  personal  work  of  dividing  and  resetting  well  over  a  hundred  thousand 
rhizomes  and  observing  results  have  conclusively  proven  to  me  that  the  strong  young  single  finger  or 
fan  rhizome  of  previous  season  s  growth  detached  from  the  old  root  is  the  logical,  typical,  propagat¬ 
ing  unit. 

If  divided  and  reset  in  July  or  August  it  will  bloom  the  following  year  from  the  main 
fan,  providing  of  course  that  proper  care  is  given.  I  bloom  over  90%  of  these  kind  of  roots  set  out 
each  year,  the  only  exceptions  being  some  varieties  of  natural  slow  growth  or  shy  blooming 
habits. 

These  fresh  young  rhizomes  will,  during  the  course  of  the  summer  and  fall,  form  from 
two  to  six  new  side  eyes,  according  to  the  growing  habit  of  the  variety,  and  according  to  the  con¬ 
genial  growing  conditions  furnished,  and  also  according  to  favorable  weather  conditions  under 
which  they  must  grow. 

One  strong  healthy  single  rhizome  is  indicated  by  the  price.  The  actual  size  of  the  rhizome 
varies  according  to  the  particular  variety.  This  variation  is  considerable.  Some  varieties  always 
form  large  plump  fleshy  roots,  others  lean  and  small  size  roots 

When  a  typical  first  size  rhizome  is  not  available,  more  than  one  is  given,  if  of  smaller  size. 
I  would  be  delighted  if  all  my  orders  were  filled  that  way. 


A  WORD  ABOUT  PRICES 

Demand  and  Supply  is  Nature's  way  of  regulating  prices.  It  works  fair  to  all.  Where 
sufficient  stock  has  accumulated  by  early  importation  and  careful  propagation  I  quote  very  mod¬ 
erate  prices  on  many  novelties.  I  am  sure  such  practive  will  increase  the  demand  for  good  Iris. 

The  courage  and  enthusiasm  of  the  Introducer  determines  the  initial  price.  There  is  a 
tendency  to  start  new  Iris  too  high,  and  hold  them  too  long  at  that  high  price.  How  many  of  the 
Iris  introduced  in  the  last  five  years  have  justified  their  original  high  price?  It  is  the  same  with  the 
introductions  of  today. 

The  real  trouble  is  there  have  been  too  many  high  priced  introductions  from  too  many 
quarters  for  the  distributors  to  absorb  every  year.  The  result  is  that  many  high  priced  Iris  have  had 
little  demand,  yet  the  distributor,  having  invested  heavily,  feels  justified  in  maintaining  a  rela¬ 
tively  high  price.  But  in  the  meantime  the  Iris  procession  moves  on — still  newer  varieties  are 
getting  publicity,  the  center  of  interest  changes  and  the  psychological  moment  to  sell  has  gone  by. 

I  have  adopted  what  I  believe  to  be  the  only  way  that  will  finally  remedy  the  situation.  Let 
the  poor  advertising  resulting  from  launching  mediocre  varieties  at  high  prices  come  back  on  the  in¬ 
troducer  as  well  as  the  credit  for  having  put  out  a  good  thing.  By  acquiring  every  Iris  promptly 
and  giving  it  public  approval  or  disapproval  in  our  sales  literature,  should  help  some.  It  is  some¬ 
how  up  to  the  distributor  to  absorb  the  shock  of  this  practice  and  I,  for  one,  have  accepted  the  chal¬ 
lenge. 

My  method  of  presenting  for  consideration  all  Iris — and  pricing  them  according  to  supply 
and  intrinsic  merit  should  result  in  confidence  on  part  of  the  purchaser.  It  is  now  time  that  we 
examine  the  large  accumulation  of  fine  things  at  moderate  prices.  Not  over  twenty  per  cent  of  any 
one  year’s  new  arrivals  will  have  much  call  after  three  years  have  elapsed.

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THE  ESSENTIALS  OF  PLANTING 


The  bearded  Iris  will  thrive  best  with  plenty  of  sunshine,  the  more  the  better.  Shade  will 
reduce  blooming  freedom. 

Any  good  garden  soil,  avoiding  strawy  and  nitrogenous  fertilizers  or  excessive  humus  con¬ 
tent,  brings  results.  Bone  meal  is  the  safest  fertilizer.  Lime  in  some  form  should  be  incorporated 
in  the  soil. 

Complete  drainage  is  imperative — water  must  run  off  properly,  especially  early  thawing  must 
not  cause  standing  water  later  again  to  freeze.  A  lightly  mounded  or  curved  surface  is  desirable. 
When  planting  under  dry  summer  conditions,  raise  the  planting  spot  or  row  slightly  higher  than 
its  final  stand.  This  will  allow  you  to  start  the  Rhizome  slightly  deeper  for  purpose  of  getting  it 
established.  Weather  erosion  and  cultivation  will  gradually  wear  this  mound  to  original  level.  By 
that  time  the  root  has  become  established;  your  Iris  will  then  set  as  it  should  near  the  surface 
“Like  a  duck  on  water.”  To  plant  as  shallow  as  is  desirable  at  the  outset  during  the  summer 
would  bring  difficulties  in  establishing  the  roots. 

During  the  very  dry  periods,  when  transplanting,  water  the  lower  root  area  of  the  hole, 
but  keep  surface  dry  dust  mulched,  and  don't  let  it  “bake  in”  or  become  surrounded  by  weeds.  This 
is  important. 

If  your  winters  bring  snow  promptly  and  it  stays  on  ground  until  final  thaw  in  spring, 
you  need  no  special  protection,  except  to  see  that  melting  snows  drain  off  easily.  If  your  situation 
is  exposed  that  snow  blows  off  and  if  there  are  alternating  thaws  and  freezes  while  in  wet  condition, 
a  little  care  will  be  amply  repaid  with  the  better  varieties. 

Dry,  cold  storage  conditions  are  ideal  winter  conditions  for  the  Iris.  There  are  many  ways 
that  will  suggest  themselves.  One  way,  before  freezing  time  drive  a  stake  near  plant,  then  after 
ground  is  frozen,  throw  a  fork  of  straw,  hay,  leaves,  etc.  around  and  over  the  plant.  Then  force  a 
sheet  of  tar  paper  or  roofing  material  over  the  stake.  This  will  prevent  it  from  blowing  off,  and 
will  furnish  a  water  shed  from  any  unwanted  moisture,  until  final  uncovering.  It  is,  of  course, 
presumed  that  the  ground  itself  will  shed  water  from  the  neighborhood.  Be  sure  you  do  not 
make  a  winter  home  for  field  mice.  By  this  method  I  have  brought  California  varieties  through 
Minnesota  winters  in  virtually  evergreen  condition.  These  recommendations  are  for  those  who 
have  trouble  with  the  finer  varieties  through  winter  killing. 

If  in  spring  you  find  that  in  some  varieties  the  center  rhizome  or  bloom  point  is  killed,  cut 
out  clean  to  sound  tissue.  Pour  a  wine  colored  solution  of  permanganate  of  potash  over  the  cut 
and  leave  exposed  to  air  and  light.  No  need  of  removing  or  transplanting  the  whole  plant.  This 
treatment  also  applies  whenever  rot  starts  on  your  plant  during  the  summer.  If  any  killed  or  rot¬ 
ting  tissue  is  not  cut  out  and  removed,  it  may  spread  through  the  whole  plant.  Therefore,  it  is 
advisable  to  go  over  all  plants  in  the  spring  for  this  condition. 

During  warm  and  rainy  weather  in  spring,  often  a  pocket  is  formed  by  the  foliage  on  the 
blooming  stalk  holding  water.  Warm  weather  will  start  bacteria  growing  under  these  conditions; 
that  is  why  so  often  the  bloom  stalk  starts  the  typical  Iris  rot  at  the  base,  just  before  blooming 
time  and  during  it. 

A  moderate  surface  application  of  Acid  Phosphate  should  have  a  deterrent  effect  on  Iris  rot 
and  also  have  some  fertilizing  value.  This  is  also  known  as  Super  Phosphate. 

The  Iris  borer  can  be  held  in  check  by  examination  by  more  frequent  resetting,  by  planting 
in  more  open  windy  situations — where  that  is  practicable.  Years  ago  I  saw  a  recommendation  of 
Lantern  traps  against  night-flying  moths;  why  would  this  not  work  here?  I  also  saw  the  advice 
to  install  Martin  houses  as  Martins  are  very  destructive  to  evening  flying  insect  life.  A  thorough 
cleaning  up  and  careful  burning  over  is  also  recommended. 
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WHAT  THE  ORIGINATORS  ARE  DOING 

All  Iris  lovers  are  naturally  interested  in  the  activities  of  those  who  contribute  to  our  enjoy¬ 
ment  in  the  creation  of  beautiful  Iris.  Therefore  these  brief  sketches  of  what  the  various  Originators  are 
doing  now  to  further  enrich  our  gardens. 

It  is  interesting  to  not  only  study  the  individual  trends  of  different  breeders,  but  also  to  survey 
larger  groups  as,  for  instance,  the  French,  English  and  American  groups  as  a  whole.  It  will  give  some  idea 
of  the  magnitude  that  this  field  has  reached,  and  further  emphasize  the  wisdom  of  having  some  method  of 
dealing  with  the  ever  increasing  stream  of  novelties  without  becoming  submerged  in  chaos.  To  this  end 
these  brief  reviews  are  offered. 

AMERICAN  SECTION 

It  must  fill  the  American  Iris  lovers  with  pride  and  hopefulness  to  see  the  small  army  of  orig¬ 
inators  at  work:  ten  major  workers  and  over  twenty  workers  on  a  smaller  scale.  We  may  rest  assured 
that  we  are  well  on  the  way  to  that  eminence  in  this  field  to  which  this  activity  entitles  us. 

Tying  this  fact  up  with  the  now  well  organized  work  of  our  Iris  society  in  Research,  in  Test 
Gardens,  in  Exhibition  Policy,  we  should  soon  be  the  foremost  flower  society  in  America.  Is  not  the  Iris 
the  most  adaptable  group,  geographically,  that  we  have? 

FARR 

It  seems  a  little  pathetic  that  those  that  have  done  so  much  for  the  Iris  in  earlier  years  should 
be  overshadowed  by  the  more  gorgeous  varieties  of  later  years.  Still  there  are  so  many  delightful  flowers 
for  the  average  garden  lover,  and  now  so  reasonable  in  price,  among  the  Farr  originations  that  every  gar¬ 
den  should  have  a  good  block  of  Farr  varieties:  — 

Chester  Hunt,  Anna  Farr,  Georgia,  Seminole,  Mary  Garden,  Mary  Orth,  Pocahontas,  Quaker 
Lady,  Mt.  Penn,  Montezuma,  Juniata,  Cecile  Minturn.  These  I  want  for  a  long  time.  The  two  new  varieties, 
Mildred  Presby  and  Apache  are  exquisite  in  color,  and  unique  in  distinctiveness.  I  still  like  varieties, 
like  Swartara,  Paxatawny,  Red  Cloud,  Navajo,  Wyomissing,  Windham. 

Why  the  present  management  seems  to  want  to  shunt  off  the  variety,  Brandywine,  I  do  not  un¬ 
derstand.  It  is  one  of  the  few  very  light,  silvery  blue  lavenders. 

STURTEVANT 

It  is  difllcult  to  review  so  large  and  varied  field  as  the  long  line  of  Miss  Sturtevant's  diversified 
offerings.  One  must  have  grown  Iris  for  a  considerable  period  to  appreciate  the  individual  characteristics 
of  poise  and  balance.  In  color,  too,  many  must  be  seen  rather  than  described. 

But  let  us  make  a  flying  trip  across  her  field  of  creations.  In  Whites,  Taj  Mahal  is  fine  and 
satisfactory  in  growth  and  hardiness.  The  newer  Snow  White  will  be  among  the  leaders.  Fine  Garden 
varieties  are  Athene,  Cygnet,  Milky-way,  Garden  White. 

The  pinks  loom  strong  here:  Wild  Rose,  Delight,  Dream,  Mme.  Cheri,  Nancy  Orne.  In  the  bluer 
tones,  Bluet,  Avalon,  Queen  Caterina,  Mother  of  Pearl.  Delicate  blends  like  Afterglow,  Endymion,  Cameo, 
Ishtar,  are  charming. 

In  deeper  purples,  Acheron,  Garnett,  Ember,  Tyrean,  Glowing  Embers,  Polaris;  among  the  red¬ 
der  tones  Reverie,  Rose  Madder,  Naomi.  Original  colors  like  Rajput.  A  fine  plicata,  True  Charm.  An 
original  bi-color  like  Anne  Leslie.  Two  very  good  variegatas  like  Katrinka  and  Rialgar. 

But  it  is  in  the  yellow  section  Miss  Sturtevant  has  worked  longest  and  hardest,  Shekinah  being 
the  first  proof  of  this  patient,  painstaking  work.  The  world  practically  owes  all  the  finest  yellows  to  this 
same  source:  Primrose,  Chalice,  Gold  Imperial,  Amber,  even  the  peerless  W.  R.  Dykes,  must  check  back 
to  this  ancestorship  if  I  read  the  records  right.  Such  is  sometimes  the  irony  of  fate. 

Systematic  breeding  is  slow  at  first,  but  finally  brings  rich  rewards.  I  think  we  will  have  some  real 
thrills  yet  from  Glen  Road  Iris  Gardens. 

WILLIAMSON 

For  many  years  the  variety  Lent  A.  Williamson  was  the  giant  in  the  land  among  American  Iris. 
Somehow,  Mr.  Williamson  did  not  follow  up  this  advantage,  giving  the  following  years  but  a  few  average 
things. 

In  1924  Argynnis  appeared,  which  should  lead  among  the  variegatas.  In  1925  he  produced  Geo. 
J.  Tribolet  on  the  lines  of  Germaine  Perthuis. 

In  192  7  he  gained  momentum,  introducing  some  nine  varieties,  of  which — if  advance  rumors 
have  it  right,  and  the  price  is  an  indicator,  Dolly  Madison  will  be  found  in  the  first  rank  with  Avator  and 
Vesper  Gold  also  taking  high  honors. 

MOHR 

The  Iris  world  seems  to  have  its  share  of  tragedies,  in  losing  some  of  its  most  able  contributors 
as  they  approach  their  prime  in  results,  Mr.  Mohr  in  America,  like  Mr.  Dykes  in  England,  met  a  tragic 
end  under  similar  circumstances.  It  is  through  the  recent  results  brought  forward  by  Mr.  Mitchell  that  we 
can  judge  the  splendid  work  Mr.  Mohr  had  already  done. 

California  with  its  favored  climate  allowed  Mr.  Mohr  to  use  Mesopotamia  as  a  parent, — a  species 
similar  to  Ricardi  used  by  Denis.  Some  of  the  earlier  results  were  Coronado,  Santa  Barbara,  Azulado, 
Balboa,  Esplendido,  Ramona,  Silverado,  Prince  Lohengrin,  Dulcinea,  Rosada,  Argentina.  These  are  mostly 
hardy,  but  that  is  a  matter  of  experiment  for  each  locality. 

Another  group  released  after  Mr.  Mohr's  death,  are:  Bandollero,  Bravura,  Alvarado, — all  large 
Lent  A.  Williamson  types;  also  Claridad,  El  Capitan,  Valencia — a  new  color,  an  orange  buff:  Frieda 
Mohr,  which  may  carry  off  the  honor  of  being  our  finest  pink  to  date.  Finally,  the  three  finest  plicatas 
produced:  San  Francisco,  Los  Angeles,  Alameda,  and  two  whites  of  high  promise, — Shasta  and  Puris- 
sima.  There  may  also  emerge  from  this  source  some  yellow  plicatas,  of  which  Gaviotta  is  the  first  ap- 
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proach.  In  the  1927  offerings  there  are  also  two  pink  blends,  Aurifero,  Don  Quixote,  and  a  new  Variegata 
Fortuna. 

Mr.  Mohr’s  crowning  achievement  was  derived  from  an  outcross  of  the  variety  Parisiana  with  the 
Oncocyclus  species  Gatesi,  William  Mohr,  described  in  pink  section.  Bellorio  and  Carmelo  are  another 
pair  showing  what  can  be  done  in  this  direction. 

SHULL 

With  Nimbus,  Maori  Princess,  Virginia  Moore,  and  Solana  all  desirable  varieties  to  his  credit, 
Mr.  Shull,  by  carefully  studied  crosses,  has  produced  a  new  line  of  varieties  that  will  rank  in  the  fore¬ 
front  as  soon  as  generally  known. 

Morning  Splendour,  has  already  received  highest  honors.  Julia  Marlowe  to  my  taste  is  fully 
equal,  though  different.  Sir  Galahad  is  equally  well  liked  by  some.  Sequoiah,  L’Aiglon,  Tropic  Seas, 
Coppersmith,  I  think  will  rank  equally  high.  All  these  are  of  the  tall  large  flowered  Lent  A.  Williamson, 
Ambassadeur  class. 

Elaine  will  have  to  compete  with  Olive  Murrell,  Dolly  Madison,  and  Candlelight  for  a  front  seat. 
We  hope  Mr.  Shull  will  not  let  it  go  at  that,  but  surprise  us  with  another  string. 

MORRISON 

Mr.  Morrison  needs  a  sales  and  publicity  manager;  himself  one  of  our  best  authorities  on  Iris, 
his  productions  have  had  little  distribution.  I  have  bloomed  Damozel,  which  I  rank  with  True  Charm, 
Anna  Farr,  and  Princess  Osra,  as  the  best  quartet  of  plicatas  so  far  distributed.  Karen  is  also  a  rich 
bit  of  color  and  substance.  I  hope  to  bloom  quite  a  few  of  his  varieties  this  year.  The  descriptions  sound 
alluring  enough. 

SASS  BROS. 

I  feel  just  a  little  uncertain  as  to  which  of  the  brothers  to  give  credit  for  particular  varieties,  so 
will  treat  them  together.  Sass  Bros,  had  a  new  break  in  type,  being  large  flowered,  wide  margined  pli¬ 
catas,  many  of  a  ruffled  character,  some  white  ground  as  Beau  Ideal  and  Midwest,  others  peach  to  yel¬ 
lowish  ground  approaching  that  unattained  yellow  plicata — as  King  Karl,  Jubilee,  Lona,  Aksarben. 

Two  dainty  pink  effects,  Caroline  E.  Stringer  and  Kalos  must  be  noted.  However,  we  will  soon 
have  a  wider  range  of  varieties  from  this  source.  Two  Reds,  Omaha  and  Redwing;  a  pink,  Midgard:  a 
light,  and  a  medium  lilac  violet  self — Eventide,  and  Baldwin;  a  dark  blue  purple — Buto:  a  richer  Iris 
King,  King  Tut.  A  yellow  self,  Prairie  Gold:  a  new  intermediate  yellow  in  Nymph,  and  a  royal  purple, 
Intermediate,  in  Chief. 

Besides  these  reputed  fall  bloomers  thers  are  Autumn  King  and  Autumn  Queen,  that  may 
work  in  the  south  and  California.  In  Northern  latit  ides  seasons  will  be  too  short.  This  is  another  good 
start  to  put  America  on  the  Iris  map. 

BURCHFIELD 

Mr.  Sam  Burchfield  has  quietly  produced  some  quaint  colorings,  few  of  which  I  have  bloomed, 
but  hope  to  do  this  summer.  Several  Ochracea  effects  as,  Harvestone,  Meadow  Lark,  Guileless;  this  last 
I  think  is  a  peach.  Then  a  blackish  red  purple  on  lines  of  Harmony  named  Joshua;  a  white  and  dark  pur¬ 
ple  Bi-color  named  Huron  Wile.  Several  pinks  to  reds  as  Lorna  Doone,  Winona,  Maid  Huron.  Dark  pur¬ 
ples  as  Ghandi  and  A.  J.  Muehlig.  A  pale  pastel  blue  named  Milleress  and  a  grayish  blue,  Gray  Voile. 
These  should  all  be  of  considerable  color  charm. 

Mr.  Burchfield  is  devoting  considerable  time  to  the  development  of  dwarfs,  many  of  which  I  hope 
to  bloom  this  year  for  next  year’s  report. 

FRYER 

Mr.  Fryer,  from  1917  to  1921,  brought  out  quite  a  range  of  varieties;  he  made  the  same  mis¬ 
take — too  many  varieties.  A  more  severe  culling  would  have  resulted  in  better  appreciation.  These  Iris 
of  Mr.  Fryer’s  are  very  brilliant  in  tone,  hardy  and  floriferous,  fine  for  exposed  situations  getting  a  mini¬ 
mum  of  care. 

Among  his  varieties  the  following  are  still  fit  for  the  best  company:  Mrs.  Fryer,  W.  J.  Fryer,  C. 
P.  Connell,  E.  C.  Shaw,  Magnificent,  Fryers  Glory,  besides  some  varieties  that  I  will  bloom  for  the  first 
time  this  year,  enabling  me  to  complete  this  review. 

CLEVELAND 

Mrs.  Cleveland  is  dividing  her  attention  between  the  Siberian  and  tall  bearded  Iris  and  her  con¬ 
tributions  to  the  former  are  perhaps  more  noteworthy  than  the  other.  Pink  and  Rose  combinations  seem 
to  be  her  favorites  with  the  adopted  Aglaia  at  the  head;  also  May  Rose,  Pink  Pearl,  Debutante,  Aristo¬ 
crat.  A  fine  blue  bi-color  is  Cavalier  and,  in  lighter  tones,  Autocrat,  Moonstone  a  palest  gray  blue,  Heart 
of  Gold,  a  lavender,  and  Lady  Bountiful,  a  clearer  blue  Alcazar,  completes  her  latest  offerings. 

KOEHLER 

Of  Mr.  Koehler’s  offerings,  I  like  Oberon  best,  with  Helene  Koehler,  a  fine  early  pink,  next.  I 
think  Cinderella  will  please.  Belladonna  should  be  grouped  a  plicata  with  the  early  blooming  section. 
Rosedale  is  an  original  tone.  Elberon  and  Prof.  Seeliger  are  liked  by  some;  seem  a  little  dull  to  me, 
nor  do  I  consider  Red  Riding  Hood  the  reddest  Iris. 

HALL 

Since  1923,  as  I  am  aware  of  it,  Mr.  Hall  has  offered  one  or  two  new  varieties  a  year.  These  I 
have  not  as  yet  bloomed,  but  they  are  beginning  to  be  heard  from  more  and  more. — Aliquippa  1924  hav¬ 
ing  this  year  received  a  Silver  Medal  and  Chartier,  1925,  Honorable  Mention.  The  list  besides  the  above 
is  Priscilla,  Elsinore,  Montour,  Lodestar,  Woodland,  Edgewood,  and  Serenade.  I  hope  to  bloom  them 
within  another  season. 
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SIMPSON 

Here  is  another  American  contributer  who  by  careful  selection  is  building  up  a  reputation.  We 
hare  now — Arlington,  Melrose,  Calibee,  and  Gamalia — all  very  acceptable. 

ANDREWS 

One  of  the  last  of  American  producers  of  Iris  to  be  heard  from,  Mr.  Andrews,  has  planned  his 
offerings  well,  as  they  all  seem  to  fill  a  place  not  occupied.  Odaroloc  in  a  large  class  holds  its  own  as  a 
light  lavender.  Candlelight  and  Amerind  are  original  contributions.  Alabaster  is  a  real  addition  to  the 
whites.  I  am  not  so  sure  about  Ophir  Gold  and  Tansy;  must  bloom  these  once  more.  Here  is  hoping  Mr. 
Andrews  will  be  heard  from  again. 

WEED 

Of  Mr.  Weed's  seedlings  I  have  bloomed  Ruby  Queen,  Dianto,  and  Rugajo  and  like  the  latter 
very  much.  I  hope  to  bloom  this  summer.  Western  Dream,  Bronze  Lady,  Azure  Glow,  Greater  May  Queen 
and  Dainty  Lady. 

mckinney 

Mrs.  McKinny  does  not  seem  to  be  very  much  concerned  about  the  distribution  of  her  quaint  va¬ 
rieties.  I  have  bloomed  My  Lady,  Simplicity.  I  like  the  latter  especially  well.  May  Morn  and  Whim 
are  distinct  notes  in  the  Garden.  The  dwarfs  Black  Midget  and  Glee  are  regular  liliputian  Princess  and 
Prince.  Will  be  glad  to  be  enlightened  on  other  varieties  from  this  source.  Many  of  Mrs.  McKinney's  Iris 
are  dainty  blush  effects  and  to  be  enjoyed  at  close  range  in  detail. 

BERRY 

Mr.  Berry’s  introductions  are  unknown  to  me,  but  seem  distinct  and  original:  Jacinto  1924,  Ori¬ 
zaba,  Cacique  1925,  Canyon  Mists,  Mauna  Loa  1926,  Osprey  1927.  I  hope  to  bloom  them  soon.  Mr. 
Berry,  in  his  favored  California  climate  can  undertake  things  from  which  we  are  barred. 

DEAN 

Of  Mrs.  Dean’s  California  varieties,  J.  J.  Dean,  has  done  well  and  pleased  us  much.  San  Ga¬ 
briel,  too,  has  bloomed  even  after  having  foliage  killed  by  early  spring  frost.  Ri-Kochi,  I  hope  to  bloom 
this  summer,  as  well  as  Hermosa. 


VARIOUS  AMERICAN  VARIETIES 


There  are  a  number  of  solitary  contributions,  that  deserve  mention. 

MARY  BARNETT  by  Mrs.  Cumbler,  a  glorified  Princess  Beatrice. 

ZADA  by  Mrs.  Emigholz,  a  white  still  to  bloom  with  me. 

SORCERER  by  Floore,  a  late  blooming  Mme.  Gaudichau. 

LOUDOUN  by  Fendall,  a  step  in  the  direction  of  the  yellow  plicata. 

STEEPWAY  by  Scott,  a  pink,  tan  and  lavender  medley,  similar  to  Abenda. 

PINK  PROGRESSION  by  Champ,  a  very  worthwhile  lavender  pink  on  lines  of  Lady  Byng. 

WHITE  KNIGHT  by  Saunders,  still  holds  a  place  as  a  pure  white. 

FIRMAMENT  by  Groschner, — a  really  fine  early  light  blue  bi-color  not  enough  appreciated. 

HARRIETT  PRESBY  by  Presby,  one  of  the  upstanding  violet  pinks. 

WHITE  AND  GOLD,  White  Star  by  J.  C.  Nicholls,  two  new  whites,  which  to  all  appearances 
should  rank  high;  in  fact  I  do  not  know  of  a  white  that  seems  so  desirable  as  White  and  Gold. 

GOLDEN  PROMISE  by  Mr.  Neely,  a  yellow  of  fine  clear  standards  and  slightly  veined  falls. 

PFEIFFER  NURSERY  CO.  of  Winona,  Minn.,  offer  Ruth  Pfeiffer,  Profusion,  Dr.  Hidershide, 
Kath  F.  Lees,  Sylvia  Lucas,  E.  W.  Roenig,  Helen  Francis,  F.  B.  Shermerhorn,  which  I  will  bloom  this 
summer. 

GOLDEN  GLORY.  Prof.  Jackson  introduces  a  new  yellow  of  Afterglow  and  Shekinah  parentage 
which  should  be  a  good  addition,  but  I  have  not  bloomed  it  yet. 


ENGLISH  SECTION 


To  our  English  cousins  goes  the  charter  membership  among  the  world’s  Iris  Fanciers. — Mr. 
Foster  set  the  cornerstone,  Mr.  Dykes  completed  the  structure,  and  their  later  followers  are  busy  supplying 
the  decorative  details. 

I  like  especially  the  present  tendency  among  the  leading  critics  to  limit  the  field  to  the  finest 
things  under  way  with  the  trials  at  Wisely.  Also,  their  championing  the  idea  of  poise,  shape,  branching, 
as  highly  important  and  final  determining  factors  of  the  value  of  a  variety.  We  need  such  a  governing 
balance  wheel  somewhere. 

FOSTER 

Mr.  Foster  has  done  wonderful  work  for  his  time,  unlocking  the  combinations,  and  showing  the 
way  to  his  followers.  Even  now  we  enjoy  his  quaint  varieties:  Mrs.  Alan  Gray,  Viola,  Crusader,  his  truly 
fine  Lady  Foster,  Kashmir  White. 

Mr.  Foster  has  produced  some  hybrids — through  crossing  Iberica,  an  Oncocyclus  group  Iris  with 
Pallida.  Here  is  open  to  us  considerable  opportunity  of  producing  a  large  flowering  group  following  the 
early  dwarfs  and  ahead  of  the  June  flowering  varieties. 
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GEORGE  YELD 

For  the  small  number  of  varieties  introduced,  Mr.  Yeld  has  given  the  world  a  higher  percentage 
of  famed  varieties  than  any  other  grower.  We  need  only  think  of  Asia,  Lord  of  June,  Halo,  Prospero, 
Duchess  Sarah  and  Sir  Michael.  The  last  two  have  yet  to  come  into  their  own. 

Other  good  things  are  Aurora,  Emir,  Oporto,  Neptune,  Lady  of  June,  Sea  Nymph.  We  still  hope 
for  more  surprises  from  Mr.  Yeld. 


BLISS 

Mr.  Bliss  is  assured  a  place  among  the  immortals  of  Irisdom.  Iris  Dominion  and  its  progeny 
will  look  after  that.  The  influence  of  this  race  on  all  Iris  breeding  since  1920  is  so  great  that  it  arouses 
protest  in  some  quarters. 

But  quite  apart  from  the  Dominion  Race  Mr.  Bliss  has  given  us  a  wide  color  range, — in  fact  a 
complete  Iris  garden.  Only  Miss  Sturtevant  can  approach  this  record  in  range  of  color  variety.  Mr. 
Bliss’  Iris  have  good  habits,  form,  poise,  are  free  blooming  and  generally  hardy.  To  enumerate  a  few 
in  the  principal  classes  that  have  beauty  and  distinctiveness  or  both: 

In  Whites,  Mystic  and  Samite.  In  white  plicatas:  Princess  Osra,  Camelot,  Dimity,  Rose  Salterne. 
In  white  bi-colors,  Tristram,  almost  a  black  and  white:  Daphne,  a  bluer  Rhein  Nixe. 

In  Yellows:  No  yellow  self,  but  Citronella,  a  startling  break  in  variegatas,  tall  and  the  finest  yel¬ 
low  toned  standards  yet  seen:  Marsh  Marigold,  brilliant  contrast;  Knysna  very  distinct. 

In  Blends:  Dora  Longdon,  so  called  biscuit  color;  Vanessa,  a  tawny  beauty. 

In  light  blue  lavender:  E.  H.  Jenkins,  Morwell,  Isis,  Viking,  Argonaut,  Rotorua,  Mrs.  Tinley,  Blue 
Lagoon,  Drake. 

In  deeper  Blues;  Azure,  Benbow,  Rodney,  Tom  Tit. 

In  light  lavender  Pinks:  Phyllis  Bliss,  Susan  Bliss,  Lady  Byng,  Sweet  Lavender,  Lancelot. 

In  Red  Purples:  Syphax,  Evadne,  Roseway,  Auburn,  Rosalba,  Caporal  and  the  fine  Pioneer,  an 
aristocrat  of  form  and  color. 

Something  like  23  varieties  of  the  Dominion  race  have  so  far  been  put  out  by  Mr.  Bliss.  In 
growing  habits  some  are  slow,  others  strong. 

Rapid  growers  with  me  are  Majestic,  Tenebrae,  Canopus,  Bertrand,  Romola,  Yeoman. 

Some  of  the  slower  growers  displayed  a  strange  habit,  i.  e.  a  division  planted  refusing  to  develop 
eyes  and  side  shoots.  The  main  division  grows  and  blooms  and  then — exit.  One  might  try  very  early 
dividing  and  cutting  down  foliage  on  this  division  fan,  or  even  prevent  blooming  on  lone  stalk,  trying  to 
divert  this  energy  to  eyes.  This  suggestion  is  given  for  what  it  is  worth.  Richer  soil  is  also  recommended 
for  Dominion  race  and  more  frequent  dividing. 

In  point  of  velvety  substance  and  resulting  intensity  of  color,  Dominion  itself  comes  nearly 
leading  the  field  as  yet.  Swazi  and  Zulu  are  the  nearest  in  color,  being  some  bluer. 

The  most  famous  progeny  'is  Bruno,  a  wonderful  bronzy  brown  red  purple,  an  improved  Am- 
bassadeur  coloring  but  of  superb  shape,  size  and  sub  tance.  This  variety  has  been  chosen  in  many  quar¬ 
ters  as  the  breeding  base  from  Dominion  lines.  However,  there  are  already  in  sight  improvements,  in 
the  way  of  Mrs.  Valery  West  and  Grace  Sturtevant  varieties. 

A  rival  group  to  Bruno,  of  a  wholly  different  tone  of  red  purples  is  at  hand  in  Cardinal, 
Glamour,  Conchobar,  fine  things,  but  with  me  the  weakest  growers.  This  color  group  has  a  formidable 
rival  in  Mr.  Yeld’s  Sir  Michael. 

A  further  great  color  group  is  formed  by  Moa,  Duke  of  Bedford,  Tenebrae,  Pendragon,  almost  a 
uniform  very  deep  blackish  violet  purple;  some  with  a  little  red  cast. 

The  easiest  group  to  grow  resemble  a  glorified  Prospero.  This  is  headed  by  Majestic,  Canopus, 
Bertrand,  Hyperion,  Titan,  Yeoman. 

The  lightest  toned  and  gems  are:  Gabriel  in  light  blue  and  Romola  in  Pinkish  tones. 

Mr.  Bliss  will  have  some  redder  toned  Dominions  to  offer;  must  still  be  working  on  his  original 
objective — a  crimson  Iris.  A  white  Dominion  and  some  lighter  blues  and  pinks  may  also  soon  make  their 
appearance. 


DYKES 

Without  touching  on  the  well  known  and  monumental  research  work  done  by  Mr.  Dykes,  we 
stand  indebted  to  him  for  some  of  the  most  striking  Iris  of  today. 

With  his  judgment,  insight  and  skill  we  should  have  gotten  many  more  thrills  from  his  offer¬ 
ings  were  he  not  prematurely  taken  from  us. 

His  masterpiece,  of  course,  is  the  great  new  yellow  named  after  him.  According  to  report  it  has 
nearly  all  desirable  qualities  without  any  notable  faults.  This,  at  least,  at  its  birthplace.  America, 
though,  always  offers  some  problems;  European  varieties  sometimes  refusing  to  do  as  well  here.  In  this 
case  though,  if  I  read  the  records  right  that  its  ancestors  trace  back  to  Shekinah  lines,  it  should  feel  quite 
at  home  here. 

Aphrodite,  a  unique  violet  pink  of  form  and  height  seems  to  be  the  favorite;  there  are  no  others 
very  similar. 

Wedgewood  stands  equally  alone  among  the  deeper  self  blues;  Moonlight,  again,  is  quite  alone 
in  kind,  as  is  Harmony,  a  deep  violet  purple  with  even  a  blue  beard.  Ruby,  not  much  mentioned,  has  a 
striking  color  hard  to  place  for  comparison. 

Peerless  described  as  a  glorified,  more-mahogany  Magnifica  with  upstanding  standards,  proves 
a  little  temperamental  in  adjusting  itself  here,  but  I  think  it  will  come  as  did  Perry’s  Mrs.  Marion  Cran. 

Amber  is  still  the  best  yellow  in  the  field  distributed.  Lullworth,  an  early  brilliant  mass  bloom¬ 
er  on  lines  of  B.  Y.  Morrison  and  Rheintraube.  Goldcrest  and  Saphid  are  fine  blues.  Silver  Mist,  a  pale 
blue  and  Cretan  (collected)  a  dark,  rich,  blue  purple  with  Istria,  an  odd  white,  grace  the  early  garden. 
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DYKES — CONTINUED 

In  1923,  Orpington  Nursery  Co.  distributed  three  new  types  at  a  stiff  price,  originations  of  Mr. 
Dykes — crosses  between  Pallida  and  Alberti.  They  are  tall,  early  blooming,  two  a  light  blue  gray — Cym- 
beline  and  Charmian,  and  a  darker  purple,  Octavia,  but  since  little  mention  has  been  made  of  them  in  the 
catalogs  of  the  distributors,  one  wonders  why. 

There  are  still  some  varieties  to  come  from  Mr.  Dykes’  work  as  Mrs.  Dykes  is  carrying  forward 
the  work  of  her  late  husband.  It  will  be  a  pleasure  to  see  them. 


HORT  (Newlands) 

It  is  hard  for  me  to  put  a  proper  valuation  on  the  Hort  varieties;  somewhere  they,  no  doubt, 
prove  great  Iris.  Somehow,  during  the  past  three  abnormally  cool  years  they  did  not  seem  happy.  Did 
not  reach  stated  height;  were  winter  injured  and  made  slow  growth. 

Miranda  and  Regan  acted  normal,  Ann  Page,  Theseus,  Shylock  also  made  reasonable  growth. — 
But  Hermione,  Vincentio,  Volumnia,  Leonata,  Dyonyza,  Proteus,  did  not  break  any  records  for  growth, 
although  they  occasionally  did  show  such  splendid  blossoms  that  I  know  possibilities  are  there. 

I  am  collecting  all  his  varieties,  choosing  the  warmest  situations,  and  hoping  for  a  series  of 
warmer  years  to  accomplish  acclimatization.  There  seems  to  be  such  a  thing.  Varieties  that  first  gave 
trouble  over  a  period  of  three  or  four  years  finally  consented  to  grow. 

My  son,  who  is  studying  Iris  as  keenly  as  his  dad,  tells  me  that  Hort  largely  used  Species  Cypriana 
in  his  work,  and  that  that  explains  the  reluctance  to  act  up  in  cold  climates;  Cypriana  is  a  first  cousin  to 
Ricardi. 

PERRY 


Although  Mr.  Perry  made  a  late  start  with  the  modern  tall  bearded  Iris,  he  has  made  up  for 
it  in  sheer  numbers,  bringing  out  some  75  varieties  during  1923.  Considering  the  great  Iris  activity  going 
on  elsewhere,  many  of  these  never  reached  much  distribution,  nor  are  they  appreciated  as  much  as  they 
would  be  were  there  only  a  few. 

One  source  of  fine  popular  varieties  was  a  break  in  color  of  a  distinct  tone  of  rose  purple  blended 
with  apricot  and  grey  combinations;  they  made  a  new  color  range.  This  range  of  colors  is  represented 
by  Mrs.  Hetty  Mattson,  Lord  Lambourne,  Mrs.  Cuthbertson,  Olympus,  Deucallion,  Geo.  Yeld,  Troades,  J. 
C.  Weld. 

Of  special  distinction  are  Abenda,  Crimson  Glow;  the  blended,  almost  chamois  pink,  Mary 
Gibson;  the  glistening  silvery  lavender  pink,  Mrs.  Marion  Cran;  a  glorified  Mrs.  Alan  Gray  in  Franklin 
Beynon;  a  soft  Quaker  Lady  blend  in  Olive  Murrell. 

A  group  of  light  lavenders  as  Duke  of  York,  Marjorie  Tinley,  Harpallion,  the  more  mauve  Dejah; 
all  these  have  a  faint  halo  or  sheen  of  metallic  gold  about  them. 

A  choice  group  of  medium  deeper  blues  are  Lady  Chas.  Allom,  Eden  Philpotts,  Belladonna,  and 
a  silky  bi-color.  Lady  Sackville. 

A  group  of  deep  rich  varieties:  R.  W.  Wallace,  Mestor,  Mrs.  E.  T.  Visseaux.  Richly  bronzed  and 
redder  is  Cassandra,  and  still  redder  purple  is  Mentor,  Mrs.  Edward  Harding,  the  newest  of  the  rich  dark 
varieties. 


Mr.  Perry  also  produced  a  few  whites — Silver  Queen,  Mrs.  Robt.  Emmett,  Mrs.  Perry. 

A  few  tawny  to  brownish  red  blends  as  Mrs.  H.  T.  Bowles,  Mrs.  Fred.  Stern  completes  a  fine 
range  of  varieties. 


BAKER 


Mr.  Baker,  recent  president  of  the  Iris  society  of  England,  and  an  Iris  collector  of  long  standing 
has  contributed  Ivory,  an  ivory  white — also  Realm,  and  Dariel,  rich  blue  and  purples. 


MR.  BUNYARD 

Another  well  known  figure  in  Iris  circles  offers  what  should  be  three  stellar  lights  according  to 
names  chosen,  Capella  and  Sirius — rich  purples.  Improvements  on  Mme.  Gaudichau,  Castor  an  Ivory  and 
crimson  plicata — something  quite  new. 

WALLACE  &  CO. 

The  well  known  Growers  and  Distributers  offer  Melchior,  another  improvement  on  Bruno  and 
Mrs.  Valery  West:  as  the  saying  has  it  this  will  be  “going  some.” 

ORPINGTON  NURSERIES  CO. 

Mr.  Murrell,  manager  of  the  above  nursery,  made  his  first  offering  in  1924,  with  Ariel — a  very 
distinct  early  flowering  blue.  For  1927,  Allure,  a  new  blend  on  lines  of  Candlelight  is  offered,  besides  two 
new  early  flowering  yellows.  This  brings  our  choice  of  early  yellows  above  the  dozen  mark. 


FRENCH  SECTION 

To  the  French  as  a  whole  we  must  still  award  the  palm  for  having  the  greatest  array  of  fine 
varieties  to  their  credit:  though  we  would  like  it  better  if  they  used  a  finer  screen  in  selecting  their  in¬ 
troductions.  But  as  on  the  stage  of  film  and  song,  the  star  and  hero  get  the  applause,  the  remaining 
gems  as  Loetitia  Michaud,  Germaine  Perthuis,  Cecile  Bouscant,  Sensation,  Solferino,  Michelin  Charriere, 
Ambassadeur,  Ballerine,  Mme.  Gaudechau,  Simon  Vaissaire  hold  our  attention. 

On  second  thought,  though,  they  must  look  to  their  laurels,  when  Sir  Michael,  Duchess  Sarah, 
W.  R.  Dykes,  Mrs.  Valerie  West,  Grace  Sturtevant,  Aphrodite,  Mrs.  Marion  Cran,  Swazi,  Leonata  obtain  a 
wider  distribution. 

MILLET 

Mr.  Millet  has  introduced  Iris  since  the  early  years  of  the  century.  Many  quaint  colorings  can 
be  found  along  his  trail.  He  has  reached  his  greatest  height  with  Loetitia  Michaud,  Cecile  Bouscant, 
Germaine  Perthuis.  The  first  two  need  watching,  having  Ricardi  blood. 
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MILLET — CONTINUED 

Other  notable  varieties  are  Simon  Yaissaire,  Mme.  Laredo,  Yvonne  Pelletier,  Mady  Carriere:  the 
universal  favorite,  Mme.  Gaudichau,  and  the  more  difficult  to  handle,  Yolande. 

Older  varieties,  still  choice,  are:  Corrida,  Delicatissima,  Ivanhoe,  Suzon,  the  newer  Oliver 
Perthuis,  Mme.  Vernaux,  and  Fismes. 

There  is  quite  a  waiting  list  of  new  varieties  to  be  reported  on  this  year. 

DENIS 

Mr.  Denis  has  a  host  of  delightful  things  for  those  who  can  grow  them;  having  used  Ricardi 
species  so  much  in  his  work  many  of  the  varieties  are  difficult  in  colder,  wetter  sections. 

Of  the  older  varieties,  still  very  good,  that  grow  more  readily  are:  Troost,  Dalila,  Mme.  Chobout, 
Ochracea,  Valery  Mayet,  Dan’l.  Le  Sueur. 

After  several  years  of  effort  I  seem  to  be  able  to  grow  Suz.  Autissier,  Mile.  Schwartz,  Leverrier, 
Mme.  Durand,  M.  Hubert,  nor  has  Mich  Charriare  offered  any  difficulties. 

The  following,  however,  I  have  not  been  able  to  make  fully  happy:  Mons.  Brun,  Mons.  Masse, 
Edith  Cavell,  Andre  Autussier,  J.  B.  Dumas,  Clement  Desormes,  Ricardi  Blanc  Bleute.  The  variety  Louis 
Bel  I  consider  overrated.  This  color  can  be  obtained  now  without  taking  poor  form  and  substance  and 
dwarf  growth.  The  whites,  Rene  de  Laborde,  Jeane  Bel,  I  will  try  out  this  year. 


VILMORIN 


Here  is  a  firm  that  from  their  offerings  in  1904,  beginning  with  Isoline,  Caprice,  Oriflamme,  down 
to  1920,  culminating  in  Ambassadeur,  Magnifica,  Ballerine  have  given  us  a  high  percentage  of  good  things. 

Their  older  things  of  value  are  Archeveque,  Alcazar,  Dejazet,  Opera,  Eldorado,  Ambigu, 
Medrano,  Parisiana,  Monsignor,  Cluny,  and  for  a  very  late  one,  Raffet. 

In  1921,  Trianon  and  Turco,  two  exquisite,  dainty  color  blends,  though  small,  were  brought  out. 
Chassseur  is  a  fine  distinct  yellow  not  competing  with  Gold  Imperial  or  Amber;  it  is  decidedly  different. 
Veloute  is  the  bluest  in  deep  tones  that  I  know  of  M  onsignor  type. 

There  are  here  and  there  offered  a  number  of  varieties  that  Vilmorins  never  officially  distributed; 
they  do  not  seem  to  make  any  headway.  The  most  recent  lists  put  out  by  this  firm  offer  a  number  of  blues, 
mostly  bi-colors  from  medium  to  dark  blues,  as  Hussard,  Argos,  Cassiopee,  Marsouin,  Pegase,  Spahi,  Van 
Dyke,  Watteau,  Andromede,  Grenadier,  Orion,  Caylus;  the  value  of  these  is  quite  unknown.  I  will  bloom 
them  this  year. 

A  yellow  Bi-color:  Vega.  Two  yellow  blends  on  lines  of  Ochracea  are  Antares  and  Arcturus.  Two 
other  good  blends  are  Fra  Angelica  and  Etoile  du  Matin. 

Perhaps  their  best  of  the  latest  introductions  are  Allies,  Le  Correge,  and  Bellatrix,  rich  red 
purples  and  red  purple  blends. 

All  these  new  offerings  range  from  2  6  to  36  inches  tall  (reported),  and  will  probably  not  equal 
the  offering  of  the  1920  set. 


CAYEUX  AND  LE  CLERC 


This  firm  has  since  192  3  set  out  in  a  large  way  to  produce  new  Iris.  Apparently  no  particular  line 
is  followed,  as  they  produce  varieties  of  all  types. 

The  distinctly  outstanding  things  offered  over  the  period  of  1923-1925,  are  Jean  Chevreau, 
Imperator,  Belisaire,  Peau  Rouge,  Labor,  Ophelia,  Marquisette,  Solferino,  Sensation,  Jacquelline  Guillot, 
Bourem. 

A  second  group  would  be  Gloriae,  Dryade,  Salonique,  Fedora,  Mme.  Abel  Chatenay,  Mme. 
Henri  Cayeux,  Le  Grand  Frere,  Trouvaille. 

Large  offerings  are  up  in  192  6  and  1927  introductions,  many  of  which  run  to  the  more  red 
toned  Iris  styled  amaranth  pink,  etc.  Another  development  followed  out  is  the  type  of  Ochracea  Coerulea. 
Two  special  sets  are  offered  styled  Painters’  Art  sets,  six  to  the  set,  all  blended  along  same  lines  though 
individually  different.  These  should  make  wonderful  mass  plantings. 


YERDIER 

The  quality  of  Mr.  Verdier’s  offerings  may  be  judged  as  very  good  when  we  consider  they  rank 
among  the  oldest  and  are  still  needed  in  the  complete  Iris  garden.  They  are  Ed  Michel,  La  Neige,  Prosper 
Laugier. 

COOS  AND  KOENEMANN 


It  is  always  interesting  to  survey  the  general  trend  of  contributions  by  Iris  Originators.  The 
above  firm  is  one  of  the  pioneers  in  putting  out  hardy,  free-blooming  and  vigorous  growing  varieties  that 
have  encouraged  Iris  culture.  Flowers  like  Iris  King,  Fro,  Lorely,  Rhein  Nixe,  Princess  Victoria  Louise, 
with  their  wonderful  brilliant  masses  never  disappoint.  These  were  distributed  in  1907  to  1910. 
Lohengrin,  Nibelungen,  Dalmarius  belong  in  the  same  class. 

Their  offerings  of  1920  have  high  garden  value.  Flammenschwert,  Rheintraube,  Eckesachs, 
Fuerstin  Lonjay  each  fills  a  niche  of  its  own. 

Their  intermediates  need  mention:  Ingeborg,  a  really  fine  white;  Fritjof,  Wallhalla,  Helge,  all 

good. 

Their  latest  contributions  are;  first,  a  group  of  rose  lilac  and  wine  red  tones  as  Folkwang,  Rhein- 
ganperle,  Rota,  Bele,  also  a  vigorous  Anne  Leslie  type  in  Aegir. 

Then,  a  series  of  blended  bi-colors  with  cream  to  yellow  standards,  some  toned  with  olive  and 
lilac  and  blue  violet  to  plum  violet  falls;  these  are  Iduna,  Odenvogel,  Vingolf,  Thrudwang,  Balder, 
Runstein,  Alfheim,  Havamal,  Aareshorst. 

They  further  offer  two  new  yellow  bi-colors.  To  quote  their  own  words,  “While  well  formed  and 
of  large  size,  the  individual  character  of  the  flower  is  here  subordinated  to  the  mass  color  effect,  which  is 
attained  by  an  almost  unbelievable  profusion  of  bloom;  low  growing,  they  make  ideal  mass  effects.  Colors 
along  lines  of  Iris  King  and  Flammenschwert.” 

Finally,  they  offer  some  of  the  inevitable  lavender  blue  combinations.
